~ Years ago, and the great bulk of this enormous Increase in debt represents 


money borrowed at a much higher rate of interest than this Dominion was 
called’ upon to pay prior to 1914. The result is that Canada’s annual interest 
Charges are now almost, Jf not quite, equal to thé total revenue and expendi 
‘ture Of the Dominion a comparatively few years ago.

Hour 


A new monoplane “aerial destroyer” 
was demonstrated against the stan- 
dard aweroplane of the Royal Air Force 
in the presence of the air minister, 
Capt. F. E. Guest, and members of the 
air ministry at Northolt aerodrome, 

Piloted by R. W. Kenworthy, the 
monoplane simply leaped into the air, 
climbing at such a speed that it 
reached a height of 2,500 feet in aboyt

Gill University is already 9 hundred 
years old, the roote of that great 
educational institution reach « still 
further {oto the past.

Found Indians Who Had Never Seen 
White Men 
Government surveyors and en- 


gineers carrying their lines across the 
far northern banks of the great Mac- 
kenzie River during the past summer 
knew the result of the Carpentier- 
Dempsey figlt as soon as the crowds 
on the streets of Eastern Canadian 
cities. They ‘received news daily 
from Japan, Cuba and the Philippines, 
and every 24 hours they checked their 
time with the chronometers at Anna- 
polis, Md. 

All this they did by means of a 
portable wireless receiving set, car- 
ried by one of the three Dominion 
land survey parties. One member of 
that group, Fred V. Seibert, D.L.S., 
on his way back tq Ottawa {rom the 
bleak barrens of the sub-Arctic, in a 
brief interview, referred to some of 
the things accomplished since last 
June by Dominion engineers operating 
in the Mackenzie River basin. 

He explained that his colleagues 
and himself had seen lakes: of 30 or 
40 miles radius that had never been 
known to exist; Inland areas, home 
of the Dog Ribs or ofher obscure 
Indians, that had never before felt 
the pressure of a white man’s foot;

There are three general classes of 
filling materials; plastics, silicates 
and metals, : 

The plastics aré the various forms 
of dental céfhents and gutta-percha, 

The silicates are a form of translu- 
cért cernent that is an imitation por- 
celain. The colors of the teeth can 
be matched accurately and this ma- 
terial will last ‘well; preserving the 
tooth and avoiding unsightly disfigure- 
ment that would be present if a metal 
was used in the front of the mouth fn 
a large cavity. 

The metals used as filling materials 
are gold and amalgam, which is prin- 
cipally silver. 

Tin and platinum’ were used for 
some years but they are now obso- 
lete. <A metal is used where there is 
great strain on the filling. 

Amalgam, which fs an alloy of sil 
ver made into a paste with mercury, 
is the most widely used filling in the 
world. It has done splendid service 
and is used in those cavities where ap- 
pearance {is a secondary consideration. 

Gold is considered the most perman- 
ent of the fillings. There are two 
ways of using gold; one {s by mallet- 
ing pure gold fotl into the cavity and 
thus making the filling in the tooth 
that it is to protect, the other way is 
to make the filling outside the mouth 
from a very accurate wax pattern of 
the cavity. This is the most modern 
method and is called an inlay. |
